AN INSULTING ADDRESS. 


INthe Timzs report of the efforts made by the Governor 
General of the Soudan, Sir REGINALD WINGATE, to preserve the 
goodwill of the natives and the peace of the country in the present 
crisis, occur the following sentences taken from an address by Sit 
REGINALD to the Sheikh’s at Khartum :— 


Not content with the overthrow of the Sultan Abdul Hamid (who, a® 
you know, has warned them of the consequences of their policy), unrestrained 
ty the loss, through their mismanagement and mal-administration of the 
European and other former provinces of their Empire, reckless of the sim- 
mering discontent of the peoples—other than those of Turkish races—within 
their Empire, these men—this syndicate of Jews, financiers, and low-born 
intriguers—like broken gamblers staking their last coin, and in deference to 
the urgent demands of Germany and our enemies—have gone to war with 
the one Power who, by her actions and the sentiments of her people, has 
ever been a true and sympathetic friend to the Moslems and to Islam. 


We make all allowance for the embarrassing circumstances in which 
the British found themselves in Egypt, and yield to none in our 
keenness to protect the interests of this country in that part of 
the world. But this monstrous insult regarding the supposed 
“ syndicate of Jews, financiers, and low-born intriguers ” passes the 
limit of endurance even in the present torturing crisis. A- more 
msolent and abominable affront was never offered to a whole race of 
people—to a race, moreover, many of whose members are at this very 
moment patriotically taking part in the defence of Egypt 
against the threatened Turkish invasion, and whose _infiu- 
ence in is_ stated on the authority of the late 
British Ambassador at Constantinople to have been cast strongly 
against the men who. drove Turkey into war. Copies. of 
this precious address have been posted in thousands through- 
out the whole country, and ill-will to Jews will thus no doubt percolate 
mto Egypt. Asa matter of common fairness, this incendiary docu- 
ment should be recalled without delay. It is offensive in tone, and 
grossly and intolerably untrue in fact. 


OUR POLISH BRETHREN. 


NOT a. day too soon a fund is being started.on behalf of the 
oppressed and starving Jews of Poland, and on Sunday next a public 
meeting is fo be held in its support at’the Pavilion Theatre, White- 


chapel, over which Mr. HERMANN LANDAU is to preside. Our own 


columns have borne testimony, week by week, to the severity of the crisis 


through which our Polish coreligionists are passing. These unhappy 
people, placed with traditional Jewish ill-fortune in the very centre 
of the war, have suffered the fate of the Belgians. They have found 
themselves between the upper and the nether millstones of the con- 
tending armies, fulfilling the Jews’ historic mission of suffering, 
whatever the circumstances and whoever the victor. To all 
the usual horrors of war has, however, been added _ the 
fury of an insensate hate which one would have thought 
would have been quenched at this of all moments. The sacri- 
fices of the Jewish soldiers have only embittered the enmity of 
the Jew-baiters. And the result is seen in Jewish inhabitants 
abducted or hanged, property looted, villages destroyed, and whole 
communities banished, Heaven knows whither. Over the none too 
prosperous Jewish townlets the war has swept like a blight, leaving 
mourning and desolation in its track; and many families, their bread- 
winners absent at the war, have been thrown upon the shrinking 
resources of their coreligionists in scattered towns. It is urgent, 
therefore, that succour be brought to these helpless people. The 
distressed Polish Jews, we cannot forget, are flesh of the flesh of many 


_ Jews in England, and bone of their bone. All the heavier, then, the 


obligation upon us, to bring some relief totheir poignant sorrow. 


FOR SERBIAN JEWS. 


YET another heart-rending appeal is uttered this week. It iS 
the cry of another “little nation” and ally, Serbia. This intrepid 
people has borne a remarkable part in the present campaign, culmi- 
nating recently in the ejection of the Austrian Army from the country. 
That constitutes no small claim to the regard and recognition of 
Englishmen. But when we recollect the perfect and high-minded 
way in which the Serbian nation, unlike its Rumanian neighbour, 
has interpreted its duty towards our coreligionists who dwell among 
them, we feel a double meed of sympathy with it in the terrible 
crisis which it is breasting so manfully. It is for the Jews 
of Serbia, however, that we especially plead. and their cause is 
championed with great power in our columns, not only by their 
own Chief Rabbi (Dr. ALCALAy), but by Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, 
whose travels, philanthropic and otherwise, have made him 
familiar with conditions in Eastern Europe. These authorities make 


: it clear that a situation full of poignant anxiety has arisen for our 


Serbian brethren, who, suffering the fate of Belgium and Poland, are 
facing the acute rigours of winter, destitute, homeless and shelterless, 
except for such stables and barns as they may be able to lay their 
headin, A whole community has fallen, at a stroke, from prosperity 


* 


to penury, and men who, in a former crisis, proudly refused all help now 
beg for succour. In Palestine, too, starvation is threatening, and the 
cry for help is pitiful and insisting. There, however, our American 


| coreligionists are helping, our hands being tied for obvious reasons. 


But Serbia looks first and chiefly to English Jews to help, and, 
whether it be in money or in. kind, we cannot refuse them. We 
cannot allow many thousands of helpless people to hunger and perish 
of cold. Still less can we act thus towards brethren ruined in a 
ause which is ours. Our community has many onerous calls, but it 
must look the terrible situation in the face and make up its mind that 


extraordinary times require extraordinary sacrifices. In this we 
believe it will not fail. 


TO-MORROW’'S RECRUITING MEETING. 


WE trust that our young men will rally in large numbers to the 
meeting which is being held to-morrow evening in support of the 
recruiting movement among Jews. The gathering is to take place at 
Camperdown House. Within its walls are housed the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade, of which the gallant Col. GOLDSMID was the creator. 
We ask our young men to live up to the traditions he bequeathed 
us and. to fall in along with the members ‘of the Brigade, 
who have already won golden opinions in the regiments they have 
joined. The meeting, it should be pointed out, is convened to support 
the movement which has secured from the War Office the right for 
future Jewish recruits to serve together. That is an inestimable 
privilege which hundreds of Jews will prize, even though to others it 
may not appeal. Jews serving in this special unit will have the com- 
radeship which they have enjoyed from birth and treasured-—the same 
inspiring fellowship which animates other battalions formed on the 
basis of some particular bond of union. They will go into camp and into 
action with those who best understand them and are linked to them by 
ties of sympathy, and they will know that the honours they may win 
will crown in a special degree a people for whom the word of scorn 
rather than the laurel wreath has so constantly in History been reserved. 
This is for Jews, indeed, in more senses than one, a fight for 
small peoples, and great and rare are the opportunities that lie to the 
hand of every member of the Jewish unit. To-morrow’s meeting will 
be presided over by a British officer of distinction, Major-General 
Sir ALFRED TURNER. Our youths gwll respond to the persuasive 
words of this good friend of Jews and will see to it that the present 
movement, sanctioned and encouraged by the War Office and looked 
to by that Department to swell the number of men with the colours, is 
carried to a triumphant issue. Those who answer the call may look 
back with pride, in future years, upon their membership of a unit 
which sealed the loyalty of British Jewry and brought new lustre on 
the Jewish name. 

A GERMAN PROMISE.’’ 


WeE understand that Germany, in its anxiety to win the favour 
of Jews, has issued a declaration to the effect that as Turkey is now 
its ally the future of Palestine is largely a matter for German influ- 
ence. The Jews are, therefore, to rest assured that not. only will 
their. existing interests in the country be protected, but that, by 
German favour, Palestine may look forward to the securing of a large 
measure of self-government. This is a decidedly interesting pro- 
nouncement, though it is a little of the anticipatory kind, reminiscent 
of the process of dividing up the asses’ skins before they are caught. 
It may be, of course, that the skins may never be Germany's to divide 
—many another German plan has“ gang agley in these wonderful 
days; and in any case we are justifiably suspicious of Germany's [riend- 
ship to small peoples. Did not German diplomatists promise their pro- 
tection to the little Belgian nation? And ifa formal treaty may becomea 
“scrap of paper,” to what strange shapes may not a mere memorandum 
or declaration come! Still, the announcement has a certain significance. 
Even if the ultimate fate of Turkey may not rest with Germany, 
we now know inadvance what Germany’s ideasofthe status of Palestine 
are, and we presume that if those of the Alhes should happen to run 
in a similar direction when the Peace settlement comes there should 
be at least one point upon which the Peace delegates should be in 
agreement from the first. Still, for our part, the German promise 
does not greatly interest us, and is not in the least attractive coming 
from that quarter. We hope that it will be from the Allies that the 
initiative of some such proposal will come, and that it will be under 
Britain’s blessed lead that it will be carried to fruition.

UNITING FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 


A CORRESPONDENT (Mr. JOSEPH SMITH), ‘has raised in our: 


columns the proposal! for the formation of a United Council of Jewish 


Friendly Societies. The idea has been broached before, without lasts 


ing result. But the circumstances have changed. [or one things 
the Insurance Bill is the law of the realm; and, in the second placgg 
many of the societies must have undergone a considerable increase OF 
membership. Our correspondent mentions one society, which he saysy 
represents eleven thousand Jewish families. Irom the proceedings 
of the annual Conference of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham, which we report this week, it will be seen that the mem- 
bership of the Order runs into 8,000, while its funds total £ 29,000. 
It is evident that we are dealing here with big aggregations and with 
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large sums of money, and, ‘while it is no business of outside bodies 
or personssto dictate to these organisations, it Cannot be amiss to ask 
whether they have not much to gain, financially and in other ways, 
from a closer union. It must surely be better that the various societies 
should be united on matters of common interest than that they should 
have to be brought together each time that such matters arise. We 
can, indeed, see how these organisations could easily, in close union, 
become a force of considerable power. We notice, for instance, that 
the Order Achei Brith Was, quite wisely, formed a special section to 


facilitate naturalisation. The naturalisation question is far from 
having received its ideal solution. But the societies, working 


collectively and steadily, could do much to influence the ultimate 
settlement. The same may be said with reference to disabilities under 
the pensions schemes, and in similar matters. Sut what is particularly 
to be borne in mind is that the societies represent, singly, a big 
organised and democratic They are, in fact, among the few 
organisations outside, or rather apart from, the synagogues, and by 
their scattered membership they form a much needed link between 
provincial and metropolitan Jewry. In these capacities they are of 
very great potential value and could exert no little effect in the 
shaping of communal policy and the attainment of important ends upon 
which the community has set its heart. We need the friendly societies 
in order to redress the balance of government, which, in our community, 
inclines sa predominantly to other than the working classes; and it 
would be a good thing for all of us if the process could be achieved.

iN THE PROVINCES. 


MINDs in the provinces are set very much just now on the 
Jewish problems arising out of the war. <A representative Committee 
has been formed in Manchester, and this body, with the energy that 
flows so freely in the great: northern cities, is not likely to limit its 
operations or its membership to the particular local in which it took 
birth. The movement is part of a very large question, and one can 
only express the hope here that it will be understood in its proper 
bearings, and prosecuted with the wisdom and right feeling which the 
unparalleled situation and the surrounding circumstances demand. A 
pleasant little by-play in the grim war-game is reported, this week, from 

seeds, where the Rev. M. ABRAHAMS was presented with an illumi- 
nated. address by the Jews interned in the concentration camp at 


Lofthouse Park, as. “a token of thanks for the kindness -and 
sympathy he has shown them.” The war has added new 
duties to the Jewish Ministry, and perhaps the visitation 


of camps, the creation of hostels, and so forth, can more suitably 
occupy them than the shouldering of a rifle in the storm-swept trenches. 
Much hardship, however, is still being suffered from these intern- 
ments, the women and children are being severely hit. In particular, 
i 1s stated that while the prisoners of war from England have 
been released from this particular camp, a number of Jewish 
prisoners from Scotland still remain interned. There would appear 
to be a lack of uniform action as between the two portions 
of the United Kingdom. Qne agreeable item in connection 
with the war—an item of a negative rather than a positive character 
—comes also from Leeds. The Jewish Board of Guardians ih 
that city reports that its financial position compares favourably with 
that of the corresponding period. of last year. A Jewish Board of 
Guardians which is in a healthier financial state than at a time when 
the war did not exist is assuredly a most unusual, though welcome, 
phenomenon. It comes as a very happy relief: to find one Jewish 
institution which is not stricken by the war: and at a time when 
appeals flood in upon us from all sides we may raise our hands in 
thanksgiving for this solitary item of good cheer.

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CHRISTIANITY AND WAR. 


LOOKING TO THE HEART OF THINGS. 


OME of the communications that have reached the present writer 
during the last few days, he has had to consign to the somewhat 
extensive basket-receptable at the side of his desk. Not because of 


any lack in the inherent interest of the letters, nor because there is 


not a disposition in him to cherish such communications. He has a habit 


which has grown with old age, of hoarding papers. But the communications 
referred to were criticisms of the writer. They did not criticise what he wrote. 
some of them were extremely friendly and others extremely hostile. Neither 
those of the one nature nor the other, however, had any real bearing upon 
the subject. It was, therefore, best summarily to dismiss them. Suffice it 
to Say, in reply to those that were unamiable, that the writer is certain he 
is neither a “coward” nor a “traitor,” a “ Pro-German.” nor an “ Anti. 
Briton.” He is not a “ cosmopolitan,” and assuredly he is not a “ financier ” 
anxious to see the end of the War because of the inroads that it makes upon 
his wealth. He is not “ negligent of the interests of England.” He does not 
think that “ England ought not to have gone into this War.”” On the contrary 
he is emphatically of opinion, and has written: so more thanonce,that England's 
cause 1s just and right. It is as just and as right as any cause for war has 
ever been since the beginning of all time. Moreover. he feels very strongly 
that had England refused to take her share in‘ the present struggle she would 


have gone down to history with a mark of shame on her brow and her 
reputation sullied for ever, 2 


ORE than one correspondent has’ jecred at the writer for a pacifist. 
What exactly that name means it is a little difficult to say. For, every- 

one who has used the term has used it as a term of opprobrium and reproach. 
To be opposed to war as an institytion—to hate, detest, and abominate war 
as a means for settling human disputes, to recognise that war is a crime 


which cannot be mitigated by any of the glory which is supposed 
to attach to it—if this view of war means that the one holding it 
is a pacifist, then it is puzzling to know why the term. should 


be used as a term of “despisery” if not of contumely and contempt. 
England and her Allies are fighting to-day so as, we all hope, to break up 
and crush Militarism. Wé desire to see an end of the cult based upon a 
philosophy that apotheosises war and acclaims war asa positive advantage 
to the people who undertake it. We are out to crush the spirit—or to 
transform it—which regards peace as a cause of national weakening and war 
as a national tonic, The pacifist therefore takes his place in this struggle 
on the side of theAllies, and not on the side of those who have richly 
earned for themselves the title of Huns. It is the Prussian who sees rood 
in war and teaches that it is a disadvantage to be at peace. That was the 
doctrine that Treitschke instilled into his followers. It forms the basis of 
the militarist gospel that is the cause of the trouble in which we are 
embued. But Militarism is not evil only if called “ Militarismus.” What 
is evil in Germany does not become good by crossing the North Sea. 
“Since you are opposed to war” writes one fair correspondent, “how can you 
approve of England declaring war on Germany?” There ‘is nothing 
inconsistent in denouncing war in itself as a crime, to find no glory to 
be proud of, though there may be valour and bravery, in the 
hacking and slaughtering the plunder and the bloodshed inevitable 
in War, and yet to say that a nation would have been wrong to have 
withheld her hand from the fray. Adopt an .analogy. There is no 
glory in the slaying of man by man. Yet if 2 burglar breaks into your 
house and you meet him with a shower of lead which ends his career, the 
probability ts that a jury would declare that your act was justifiable Homicide. 
None the less it would be homicide, and you would be put upon your trial 
for what initially the law regards as acrime. We believe that England has 
acted towards Germany exactly on these lines. There can be war which is 
justifiable, as there is homicide that is justifiable. Yet war and homicide 
can be none the less held to be in themselves repellent and abominable. 
The views of the pacifist in regard to war itsclf are thus quite compatible 
with his support of England's cause. Even Quakers feel themselves bound 
to shoulder a musket in view of such national aggravating hurt as Germany 
inflicted on this country as on civilisation generally. 
‘THERE are, however, one or two other letters in criticism of what 
was written in these columns last week about which it is necessary 
to say more than a word. One writer complains that the article formed an 
attack on Christianity. The ridiculousness of this complaint ought 
to be apparent to the most casual reader. But as the same com. 
plaint has been made by more than one writer, it is obvious that 
what is clearly stated is not always comprehensible even to those 
who proclaim themselves diligent readers. There was no desire merely to 
attack Christianity, and certainly not to exhibit hostility to its teach- 
ings. What he said was that in practical working jit has proved itself 
to be a failure. The success of Christianity, as of ‘every faith, depends 
upon two things. There is the valugof the teaching and the receptivity of 
those who claim it as their creed—receptivity of heart and mind and con- 
science. The teaching of Christianity as to Peace on Earth and Goodwill 
to Men, may be ethically sound and yet for practical purposes impotent. 
It may be beautiful doctrine and ethically sound to tell a man to turn the 
left cheek to the smiter of the right side of his face. But as a working 
doctrine, of what value is it when Nature has given us hard fists for self- 
defence which will secure immunity from assault to both our cheeks? 
Christianity bases itself on the doctrine of Jesus, who was said to have 
ushered in “ Peace on earth and goodwill among men.” Nineteen centuries ! 


after we find that though the words are being chan? tend the Festival of 
Peace is being celebrated, Peace is being flouted by a large proportion 


of civilisation and is impossible of observance in spirit as_ well 
as in ictter by the nation which, above _ all, proclaims _itself 
Christian. It must hence have failed to impress itself upon the 


minds and the hearts and the consciences of those who declare them. 
selves to be its devotees, or it must stand condemned as an impractical creed. 
The object in calling attention to the wide gulf that exists between Christianity 
in theory and in practice, as we see it in the theatre of war, was not so much to 
impugn Christian teaching, as to indict those who acclaim it of inconsist- 
ency. Their faith has been on their tongues. Their acts belie their pro- 
fessions. Years agoa prominent journalist wrote a book which he called 
“ If Christ came to Chicago.’ Let us ask any Christian, what if Jesus came to 
the theatre of war ? How far would he rejoice to see there the practical result 
of his teaching nearly twenty centuries after it had been accepted as 
the creed of civilisation ? The trenches would show him that the funda- 
mental principles which he enunciated were being abrogated with violence 
and contumely. He would see the most Christian people on earth not 
turning their left cheek to the smiter, but treating the smiter instead to 
bombs and shrapnel. 


YET another writer, and this time not one of our faith, waxes indignant 
because the sins of the Kaiser and his people are placed to the debit of 
Christianity. “These Germans are not Christians,” runs the argument. 
“ They have rejected Christianity for other acd strange philosophies which 
are the abnegation of the teaching of Christ. They idealised 
violence and made a god of war. It is because they have fallen from 
the ideals of Christianity. that we have. War.” 
fallacious as itis plausible. It is the easiest thing in the world to throw your 
Jonah to the whale of fallacy for the purpose of having a smooth sea for your 
argument. Suppose we admit that “ strange philosophies ” have had their 
sway over the minds of the Germans to the dislodgement of Christian 
doctrine. Of what comfort is that fo the one who would impress us 
with the supreme moral power of Christianity ? But the fact is, as was pointed 
out in this column, this excuse is a paltry one. The German people have by 
no means thrown over Christianity asa profession of taith. The German people 
claim to be Christians. and they base their claim, as do other Christians, npon 
their adhesion to the Christian faith. Christianity is regarded by the 
Germans as the bulwark of the State rather more, if anything, than it is so- 
regarded in this country. But the profession of Christianity is not held by 
the German to be inconsistent with war any more than the English profes. 
sion of the dominant faith is thought to be tmconsistent with fighting the 
German horde instead of practising the non-resistance which Jesus taught a 
an ideal. The German sees no more inconsistency in sharpening his sword 
in the name of the Prince of Peace than did the Bishops of the Church of 
England in perceiving synchrony between Christmas Day and War, as they 
said they did in their sermons last week. To be sure, England ts right and 
Germany is wrong. But the Bishops preach” resist not evil.” To resist evil is as 
inconsistent with Christian doctrine as is Germany's wickedness in pro- 
moting war. The difference on one side as on the other from the point 
of view of Christianity is but a matter of degree. The deference paid 
by the Germans to the teachings of Treitschke, the idealising of war and the 
worship of violence, arise not from their revocation of Christianity as a 
faith—for they have never revoked it—but from the exuberance of thei- 
passion for thoroughness. They carry on war irr pective of every 
other consideration except the goal that they have for the momentinview, They 
carry on trade with the same horrible ruthlessness. It is this exaggeration 
of thoroughness that is at once the strength and the weakness of the 
Teutonic character. Christianity, therefore, stands as much condemned asa 
practical working religion by the acts of the Kaiser, who worships at the shrine 
of the Church, as it is by every other un-Christian form or contortion which 
Christianity takes. It is not to attack Christignity that this is insisted upon. 
It is to point to the fine aspect of Christian teaching which is being neglected. 
It is to point to the fallacy if not worse of Christians attempting to convert 
Jews (and others) to a faith which thus stands condemned as a monument 
of glorified inconsistency. To persecute and maltreat Jews because they 
will not subscribe to this inconsistency is monstrous, Yet with the W ar 
standing as a warning to Christians of the necessity for their attuning their 
lives and deeds and acts to Christian doctrine, Christians still persecute Jews 
and maltreat them—because they will not become Christians. Not to 
attack Christianity, but to defend Religion, to shield Jews and Judaism is 
the inconsistency—to use a mild term—of Christianity, as revealed by the 
War, insisted upon. We should be negligent, indeed, to leave such an 
opportunity of asking Christians to be reasonable. We are told that the 
Germans are not Christians. But the only test of Christianity which 
Christendom in its present condition can stand, is profession, not practice. 
That Germans profess themselves Christians just as (deluded as we believe) 
they think their cause just, there ought to be no doubt. The German 
Emperor, for instance, judging by his speeches and his intimacy with his “old 
ally, God,” would seem to be more professing than ordinary Christians. 
How far has Christianity justified itself in its children ? That is the ques- 
tion, just as a similar question applied to us Jews in relation to the \ ar 
would be quite as pertinent and only a little less unpleasant. If you begin to 
differentiate between Christian and Christian or between Jew and Jew to 
the extent of saying that this one of whose deeds you do not approve is not 
a Christian or a Jew, and the other of whose deeds you do approve is, it 
would be impossible for you to get to any reasonable end of any argument, 
Who can doubt that to the German people the most unchristian nation to- 
day is the nation which they hate most—this blessed nation of England— 
which, because it has secured the hate of the German people has in all the 
circumstances taken unto itself the chief glory derivable from the combat

Now this argument is as 


O go to the heart of things is after all the true philosophy of life. 
Whether we are stupid enough to believe that the Germans to day are 
not Christians, or whether Germans are sufficiently malign as to regard 
Englishmen as heathens touches not the real point of the matter. It is that, 
however, from the plane of ethics we view War as an institution—whether 
from the point of view of faith held by Christians or Jews—it marksa ghastly 
step back in the march of civilisation. It is so that we Jews shall not take « 
eyes away from the pain and the sorrow and the misery, the filth and 


cruelty and the “ stupidity” inevitable in war, that we, shall pot, bay 
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eyes blinded to the irreligion of war by the glory and the grandeur and the 
courage and the valour which are attached to it, that a word was said as to 
the incompatibility of the idea of Christmas with the hacking and slaying: of 
human beings. For, the Jew’s part in the wor'dis just that philosophy which 
teaches us to look to the heart of things—to look to the kernel, the 
innermost truth, the pearl. It is the doctrine which enables us to 
distinguish the wrapping, the garment, from the thing itself, the 
cover from the object it conceals. It is because the Jew 
throughout the ages has maintained this philosophy, because he has 
trained himself to look to the heart of things, that we as a people are alive 
and in existence to-day. We have.seen other faiths triumphant and our 
own abased. We have seen other peoples honoured and our own con- 
temned. We have seen other peoples riding in the high places dressed 
in purple, while we perforce crouched the very earth. But we 
were able to look to the heart of things. -We were able to estimate 
the comparative valuelessness of the gaudy trappings and the enwrap- 
ments the power and the might and the material adjuncts. We were able 
to look to the heart of things and appraise the spirit of them. We were 
able to look to the heart of our own faith, and to see it in all its greatness 
and its grandeur,Ats material abasement notwithstanding. We look to the 
heart of things now. and in a world rocked with the shattering turmoil of 
a contest that is sacrificing blood, life, treasure--all that is sacred 
to man, all that for which man strives and lives—ignoring the shout of 
glory, and looking beyond those teachings which we believe have misled our 
enemies—the glorification of War, the deification of battle. We Jews have 
to appraise War as a great fact of life, to analyse the contest in which 
we are giving the best of our aid. That is our metser. Not to 
compromise with the truth but to see the truth whole—and to 
proclaim it—is the Jewish mission. To see to the heart of things— 
that is the truest and highest and best of patriotism. For, no man can 
better serve the country to which he is devoted, no man can pay greater 
deference to the highest ideals of citizenship than he who trains himself to 
look at the realities of the world, who teaches himself to differentiate 
between the true and the false, to,separate the dross from the precious 
metal, and, when he perceives them, to call that dross and this precious 
metal. 


"THE Jew who cannot or will not look into the heart of the thing called 
War has fallen indeed from the great Jewish ideal of Peace—as 
have the unhappy people with whom this courtry to-day is at such bitter

THE JEWISH PROBLEM IN RUMANIA. 


THE PREMIER'S INTENTIONS. 


[FROM A CORKESPONDENT 
BUCHAREST. 

The Jewish question in this country has receded into the background ; it is no 
longer mentioned. I must, however, report an interview which a leading Jew has 
recently had with a Liberal member of the Chamber of Deputies, who ts the 
customary mouthpiece of M. Bratiano. This friend of the Prime Minister stated 
that at the very moment the Government orders mobilisation the Jewish soldiers 
will be naturalised by a law ad hoc. “As a cautious statesman.” the Deputy 
added, “ M. Bratiano has decided frankly to take in hand the solution of the Jewish 
problem in order that it may not be brought on the tapis at the meeting of the 
Congress which will follow the cessation of the present hostilities.” Through the 
same medium, the Premier advised the principal Jews in the capital to occupy 
themselves with the collection of large funds for the relief of the families of com- 
batants, in view of the possibility of Kumania joining in the war. 

The statements of the Deputy have created a sensation among the Jewish 
population, who imagine that the hour of their emancipation is near. I am far 
from sharing this optimism, If M. Bratiano deemed it desirable to speak through 
the mouth of his confidant it is, I fear, because he wished to cause a diversion from 
the emotion that might be aroused by various restrictive measures which he pro- 
poses to take, in case of mobilisation, against the Jews who reside in the neigh- 
bourhood of the frontiers. I learn from certain quarters that the Moldavian 
authorities have received from the Government decrees of expulsion to be employed 
against a number of “ foreigners” who are suspected of spying. It is not presump- 
tious on my part if I declare that not a single Moldavian Jew, still less so a body 
of Jews, can be accused of betraying the present Rumanian Wational aspirations 
with regard to Transylvania. All that can be said against them is that they some- 
times show little sympathy for the Russians and that they read Austrian newspapers.

A GOVERNMENT PROMISE.

At the meeting of bankers convened at Petrograd last week with the view to 
obtaining their financial support to the scheme to develop the Russian spas, the 
representatives of two banking houses raised the question of the right of residence 
of tne Jews in these health resorts.

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OBITUARY. 


JACOBS.—The Australian mail to hand this week brings further details of the 
career of the late Mr. Isaac Jacobs, whose death at Melbourne on the 10th of 
October was briefly recorded in our issue of the following Friday. Notwithstanding 
his advanced age and the poor heaiti from which he had been suffering for many 
months, his active disposition would not permit him to take the rest he so much 
needed, and almost up to the last he eagerly employed himself in the works of 
kindness and charity to which for years he had exclusively devoted himself. Mr. 
Jacobs arrived in Australia nearly sixty years ago, and was engaged in business 
there up to his retirement from commercial pursuits a few years ago. Having 
become associated with Philip Falk and Co., he afterwards was a partner in that 
frm. Later the tobacco industry claimed his attention, and he became a member 
of the firm of Feldheim, Jacobs and Co., and subsequently of Jacobs, Hart and Co, 
He was a member of the Chamber of Commerce, President of the Chamber of 
Manufactures, principal founder of the Victorian Prov ident Loan Society, and Vice- 
President of the Charitable Organisation Society. He was also one of the founders 
of the St. Kilda Hebrew Congregation, and a member of its Board of Manage- 
ment. In addition to the concerns of his immediate environment, Mr. Jacobs 
identified himself largely with the wider movements of Jewry. Many years 
ago he was instrumental in establishing the Melbourne Branch of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and acted as its President for many years. He was also the 
founder and Président of the local branch of the Jewish Territorial Organisation. 
Mr. Jacobs initiated and successfully carried out the movement to encourage and 
facilitate the adoption among his coreligionists of agricultural occupations, and the 
Jewish Settlement in Shepparton must be regarded as one of the most memorable 
of his achievements. For many years his time and energies were principally taken 
up in seeking out cases of distress and distributing relief without any discrimination 
of race or creed. One of his sons, Mr. Louis P, Jacobs, resides for the present in 
London, and a daughter is married to Mr. Justice Isaacs

% THE AUTHOR OF YIGDAL.

To THE EpitoR,—From “I, A.,” Cambridge. 


Strk,—A liturgist’s lot is not a happy one. The Rev. A. Mishcon takes me to 
task for including in my Prayer Book Note on Yigdal the conjectural acrostic 
Yechiel b. Baruch, Simultaneously, I have received a private protest because, in 
commenting on Psalm xxv., I excluded the conjectural acrostic Pedahel. Yechiel, 
as Mr. Mishcon urges, never had any substantiality, and I willingly relegate him to 
| the land of shades. But I refuse to resurrect Pedahel to please my other critic. 

Now let us assign, where it is due, the responsibility for imagining that 
Yechiel ever existed. It was not Landshuth who first suggested that this supposit i- 
tious Yechiel wrote Yigdal. The originator of the notion was Firstenthal, the well- 
known Hebrew poet and commentator. Landshuth cited the conjecture in 
’ Firstenthal’s name. Then again, Landshuth did not remain ignorant of Luzzatto’s 

mfamous discovery of Daniel b. Judah's connection with the authorship of Yigdal. 
miAizzatto published his discovery in 1856; Landshuth quoted it in 1857 (in 
x Ammude ha-Abodah s.v. Yechiel b. Baruch). In this later work Landshuth 
$s refers to Firstenthal, then to Luzzatto, just as I do more briefly in my Note. As 
I Stated in my article, I will, when opportunity serves, adopt Mr. Mishcon’s 
eadvice and make that Note more explicit, and I will, on my own initiative, also 
meplace my allusion to Immanuel of Rome, which allusion unfortunately dropped 
HOut during the process of proof correction. | 
This last remark brings me to the true issue. 


While cognisant of the nature 
@f Luzzatto’s discovery, and while unhesitatingly accepting it, I must sneak of 


Daniel's authorship of Yigdal. as theoretical. It is quite true that liturgical 
“yriters are now in the habit of describing Daniel as the author of Yigdal. Baer 
does it (p. 154), and so does the “ Jewish Encyclopedia” (xii., 606). Owing toa 
misreading of a colophon cited by Luzzatto, the “ Encyclopedia” asserts wrongly 
that Daniel “spent eight years in improving Yigdal, completing it in 1404.” Daniel 
was already dead in 1383, and as will be seen below this question of date is of the 
highest importance. But to leave this point for the moment. 
we accept Daniel as the author of Yigdal? I join issue with those who assert, 
sans phrase, that Daniel wrote Yigdal. Until his relation in time to Immanuel of 
Rome is cleared up, it will always seem to me a literary inaccuracy to speak of 
Daniel, without proper reservation, as the author of Yigdal. 
present letter is to contribute to the clearing up of the time relation. 
Zunz does make this reservation, but his admission that Yigdal borrows from

pus... Cf Immanuel's some particular expressions (‘‘einzelne Ausdriicke ") hardly 
does justice to the extent of the parallel. One of Immanuel’s lines (Mach. iv. 
end) begins: another line ends: DION NX O31; one of his 
limes begins MON NNN; another ends: }ONI WI). There are other verbal 


identities in the turns given to Scriptural texts. In Immanuel, again, we find the 
phrase 1717'2D/3Y AN) VSY, with which compare the sixth line of Yigdal. This is 
a remarkable parallel, because it is one of the chief defects of the Maimonist 
articles that they omit the idea of the choice of Israel. But such identities, and I 
have not by any means quoted them all, do not exhaust the similarity between the 
two poems. Let the reader, with Yigdal in mind, consider these four lines which

Thus Daniel and Immanuel agree in the metre, the rhyme, in characteristic 
phrases. Moreover, of the thirteen actual end-words in Yigdal, twelve are end- 
words in Immanuel's poem. We have evidently to face not a mere instance of 
following a model. One or other poet borrowed. If Daniel was the borrower, 
then I feel not only justified, but compelled, to describe him not as the full author 
of Yigdal, but as the writer of some of its lines, and for the rest, the redactor, the 
abbreviator, the perfecter of Immanuel’s work. That is all that I meant in protest 
against the current fashion of ignoring Immanuel when discussing the authorship of 
Yigdal. 

But was Daniel the borrower? Zunz, rather tentatively, suggests that he was 
(* wie es scheint”), though the Hegyon Leb (printed long before Luzzatto’s dis. 
covery) records a view that the borrower was Immanuel. So, too, Dukes in 1842 
beld that Immanuel’s poem is later than Yigdal (“Zur Kentniss d. neuheb. relig, 
Poesie, p. 55). Zunz must have felt, and rightly, that these earlier opinions, as to 
the relative age of Immanuel and Yigdal, were somewhat weakened by Luzzatto's 
find. Anyhow, I wrote my article on the assumption that Zunz’s hint was right, 
I anticipated that Mr. Mishcon would criticise this assumption, I hoped to be 
genfronted with arguments proving that Immanuel was the imitator, But I must 
perforce be my own critic, and I think that on reconsidering the evidence I can 
how myself offer reasons why, after all, Daniel may have written Yigdal before 
Immanuel wrote his poem,

The grandson of Daniel informs us that the latter arranged the thirteen 
Maimonist articles (OVO) in Yigdal. Luzzatto found this statement in an 
Almanzi MS. written for the grandson, and completed in the early part of 1383. 
This MS. is now in the British Museum (Add. 26, 968). Curiously enough the 
scribe was of the same Zifroni family as Immanuel. _ Immanuel moreover had a 
teacher and relative named Daniel. Was he perchance Daniel b. Judah? But 
these attempts to connect Immanuel personally with Daniel are mere conjectures. 
To continue, The grandson repeats his assertion as to the provenance of Yigdal in 
another MS. now in the British Museum (Or. 2736), written in 1390. This corro- 
boration was printed in 1905 (Margoliouth, Cat. II., p. 211). I do not quite gather 
whether Mr. Mishcon has found a third MS. containing the entry. If he has, and 
if it be dated earlier than 1383, it will help in solving the problem. 

Now in the Codex dated 1383, both the grandson and the scribe affix to the 
name of the grandfather the expression "7191, which shows that Daniel ben Judah 
was then dead. We do not know when he died, or at whatage. But the fact 
that he was dead in 1383, and perhaps died at an advanced age considerably earlier, 
renders it fully possible that he wrote Yigdal at the very beginning of the fourteenth, 
or even at the close of the thirteenth, century. On the other hand, Immanuel of 
Rome collected his poems, according to the general opinion of scholars, between 
the years 1325 and 1330. Many of these poems had been written long before, but 
the impression conveyed to me, by his own remarks about the poem we are dis- 
cussing, is inconclusive as to whether this was or was not one of his earlier works. 
When we remember that Immanuel was a frequent imitator (see Sacerdote in the 
Jewish Quarteriy Review vii., 712), when we notice that his poem reveals 
poetanic influences, and when we also consider the chronological possibilities, it 
seems almost as likely that Immanuel expanded Daniel's thirteen lines into seventy, 
as that Daniel compressed Immanuel’s seventy lines into thirteen. There can be 
no doubt that, poetically considered, Daniel's work is far and away the finer. It 
is just this excellence that rouses suspicion. If Daniel could write so well, it is 
strange that he wrote nothing more that has lived. Yet Blanco White and Charles 
Wolfe owe their renown in English poetry to a single sonnet and a single ballad. 

That is how the literary problem stands. I trust that my argument in favour 
of Daniel's priority will be considered sound enough to evade a decided verdict 
against him, and so to confirm Mr. Mischcon’s position. I hold no brief for any 
particular solution, but I do rejoice at finding reasons for regarding Daniel b. Judah, 
Dayan, as the real author of Yigdal. It is not pleasant to think that the compiler 
of so beautiful a hymn was a plagiarist. Immanuel, on the other hand, is so secure 
in his fame that he will suffer no loss of reputation, if the evidence induces us to 
add one more to his proven imitations.

Our Sydney (N.S.W.) correspondent, in sending us a list of some Australasian 
Jews who have been enrolled in British units and whose names were included in our 
ninth list writes to us that to carry out our projected “ full list of all Jews in the 
Empire who are serving during the War,” we should have to include every Jew of! 
sound health between eighteen and twenty-one years of age throughout Australia 
and New Zealand, since these are, under the local Acts for Universal Training, 
enrolied in the local Naval and Military Forces of those Dominions. Those of 
them who have gone on active service in the New Guinea, Samoa, and European 
Expeditionary Forces, can, of course, be more or less completely listed. But the 
remainder have also been taking their turn in garrison duty, to the amount of 
about 250 in number, and to obtain all their names will not be so easy. Service 
in the commissioned ranks is voluntary, beyond the obligatory duty of training, 
and the volunteers include Area Otficers (in charge of depot records and cadet 
training), like Capts. P. E. Hollander and H. F. Cohen of this city, who, after 
being nominated for active service, were relegated to their area duties on account 
of the defensive and administrative importance of these latter. 


LETTERS FROM JEWISH SOLDIERS. 
In the Trenches. 


Writing from St. Omer, near Calais, to his relative, Driver T. D. Doran who 
has been wounded, states in the course of a letter :— 

“ Well, I am going on champion, and am very pleased to hear that you are in 
the pink.” Driver Doran then goes on to enquire for “ Peter Young's ” number 
and regiment, and proceeds: “He may, as you say, be unfortunate. I know that 
the infantry have done very good work, but have had to go through the mill 
If. Peter is either killed or wounded, or any casualties whatsover, they will be 
posted up at the Town Hall in Albert Square. But I trust to God for poor Peter 
to be safe. It does not look like it, or else he would write. He gets relieved out 
of the trenches. I think he would only do two daysat atime. But I know regiments 
who refuse to be relieved. . . . It’s like a holiday for some troops to stay in 
the trenches. They won't come out. The reason is they want to keep up the 
good name of their respective regiments, Of course, I don’t blame them The 
are men who are a credit to their corps, and also to their King and country It's 
merely a pastime. It is very common to see our troops playing football under 
heavy fire, whilst the Black Marias” and ‘Jack Johnsons ' and ‘Whistling Rufus’ 
are whizzing over their heads. Our officers treat the men like gentlemen. I can 
say this, that I have been treated and looked after by my officers very well. The 
see that we get plenty to eat, and clothe us to the best of their ability and I a 
speaking of people as I find them. Of course, we have had times when we have 
“had to rough it, and in very high places, where we've been shelled out. But still 
at the same time I take the rough and smooth. This last month I have turned 
out in very bad weathers, and it's been very stormy; and talk about blizzards, and 
we've had plenty of snow.

A Brave Deed. 

The following is an extract from a letter that Mr. Joseph H Raphael has 
just received from his son, serving with the London Rifle Briga le (Expeditionary 
Force), and which he has been good enough to send for publication The 
incident mentioned refers to an action of Pte. Abraham Leon, who is 
also a member of the London.Rifle Brigade : 


“I feel sure that he (Abraham Leon) ts too modest to have pa much import 


ance to the incident himself, but I consider, and I am sure you wil! agree, that he 
behaved splendidly. It appears that his company was enter trenches 
about five in the evening, which is the best time to bring reinforcements Up, 
as they can then enter the trenches without being seen by the enemys it must 
have been a straight bullet which wounded him in the s! r,.which fact he 
reported to his Captain, who told Leon to go back to what we ‘cali che head- 
quarters, in company with another man. The two of them unfortunate y lost 
their way in the woods, and must have wandered near the German lines, 
because they (the enemy) fired a rocket which lit up the neigy rhoed and sent 
a shower of bullets in their direction. They then had to le do .A tor about an 
hour. Later they proceeded, when a bullet went clean through Leon's hat, but 
happily without touching him A few minutes later his companion un! rtunately 
was wounded severely in the leg.. Leon now was in great agony through loss of 
blood from the shoulder wound, which had not been properly dressed, but he 
immediately set to and attended to his companion's leg, and as he could hardly walk 
Abraham had practically to drag him along with his left arm They happily 
eventually reached headquarters about llo'clock at night, where they were 
properly attended to and sent to hospital.”

We had 417 casualties that morning, and only three were left out of our 
Company, and I am proud to think that I am one of them We also had 500 the 
following day, our regiment being cut up. If you can get our list of casualties I 
Shall be pleased to look them over. There were seven Jewish fellows in 
our regiment, and where they are God only knows. I was the only one 
that returned after that dreadful night. Tell your father whenever I went 
into action my Tzitsis was always hanging out of my coat. I always wanted 
to see it, and I treasured it as my life, and so I will for the rest of my life. 
I have been in some very tight corners. Thank God lam here. I have been 
in three of the greatest battles that ever took place, i.e., the battles of the Marne, 
Aisne, and Armentiéres in Belgium. All the time we were at the front the Germans 
never gave us a minute's rest. They want some beating, too; you take it from me. 
We were in the trenches seventeen days and every night they would attack us. I 
suppose you know our motto is never to retire; the more you put»down, the more 
seemed to come forward, I am glad I am out of it fora while. I was carried 
from the firing line last Thursday unconscious, under heavy shell fire. When I 
came to, the medical chaps told me I was the luckiest man in the world. Those 
are only a few of my adventures and I shall tell you much more when I see you. 
How nice it is to think that my photo was in the Jewish World. 1 wish I could 
see it. What a time we shall have when I get home! I have written the Rev 
Adler three letters, but have not yet heard from him: one from the front. one from 
Boulogne Hospital and one I am posting with this one. Well. Abe boy " con- 
cludes Pte. Nathan, “I don't think I have any more news at present so must finish 
with best regards to all your people, hoping they are all well,”

THE ATROCITIES IN POLAND. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 

At Mishinetz (Lomza), the German invaders sacked all Jewish shops, and 
forced our coreligionists to destroy the Russian trenches. On the return of the 
Russians the Poles denounced the Jews, all of whom, numbering 300 families, 
were exiled in the course of a few hours to Lomza and Ostrolenko. Carrying 
Scrolls of the Law, they marched out and spent the night in the rain chanting 
Psalms. The Governor, having been convinced of the innocence of the Jews, 
subsequently obtained a permit from the Military Commander authorising their 
return, but in the meantime the townlet was burnt. . Similarly owing to’the Polish 
denunciations, the Jewish communities of Skernewitz, Kozennitz1, Novoalexandria, 
Iren, Mstchlov, Khortzeli and Gnivashov, were also expelled. The number of 
exiles at Skernewitz alone amounted to 6,000. The Polish mob looted the Jewish 
houses there despite the appeals of the Priests. The marches of the exiled Jews 
were not free from molestation. In many localities they were attacked and beaten. 
Perhaps the most tragic case is the fact that the 1,500 families exiled from 
Grodzisk (as I reported last week) included 300, whose heads were at the Front 
fighting for their country. ‘‘Go to Palestine, you Beilis” was the cry of the 
Poles to the Jews. . 

At Raigorod, the Russians ordered the Jews to proclaim a “ Cherem ” against 
anyone who attempted to cut the telegraph. The Germans then invaded the town 
and pillaged all Jewish shops. During a subsequent battle, the synagogue and 
many houses were burnt, and the community had to escape to Bielostok. 

The Polish Jewish townlet Politchno was burnt by the Germans. The 
Austrians in their retreat also burnt the Jewish townlets Visoka and Turobin (in 
Galicia). 

At Lutomirsk, a bomb exploded during the battle, and destroyed a Jewish 
house, killing three Jews and wounding thirteen. 

Owing to the battle at Lodz and the wholesale slaughter of many citizens by 
bullets, 10,000 people, including all the heads of the Jewish community, mar hed 
to Warsaw. The mob again attempted to pillage Jewish houses during the 
bombardment, but the riot was suppressed. During the fighting the Jews shared 
all their food with the Russian soldiers. 

At Kalish, the Germans shot a Jewish baker and his three sons for failing to 
show lights in his windows. 

At Izbitz (Lublin), Austrian soldiers killed a Jewish family named Ziberman 
(consisting of five persons), because it would not allow them to dishonour one of 


the daughters. 
TURKS’ CRUELTY TO JEWS AT JAFFA. 


The Evening News has printed the following telegram, 
December, from its correspondent at Cairo: 

Information comes from Alexandria of great brutality of the Turks towards 
the Jews of Jaffa. On Tuesday a Russian cruiser appearing off the port, non- 
Moslems were ordered to stay in their dwellings under pain of death. When the 
cruiser departed on Thursday, the Jewish quarter was invaded. Bedouin police 
entered the houses and forced the inmates to accompany them immediately, 
allowing them a small handbag only. They were sent on board the “ Vincenzo 
Florio” for Alexandria. The embarkment was relatively orderly till nightfall, 
when there were lamentable scenes, The police and boatmen joined, seized the 
Jews, took their bags and belongings and money, and tore off the jewels and 
trinkets of the women. They separated children and parents, and carried off the 
former from the quayside. There were cries and desperate appeals on every side 
in the darkness, and heartrending screams. Everyone arrived in Alexandria

TSAR RECEIVES JEWISH DEPUTATIONS. 


During his stay at Moscow the Tsar gave an audience to a deputation of Jews, 
headed by the Rabbi, who expressed their homage and loyalty and presented the 
sum of 41,500 for the wants of the Army and Navy. 

At Tiflis the Tsar received two Jewish deputations of the local community and 
of the mountain Jews. He cordially conversed with the heads of the deputations, 
and thanked them for the Scroll of the Law presented to him and for their love 
and devotion to him. The Tsar also received Jewish deputations at Elizabethpol 
and Alexandropol, and sent his thanks to the Jews of Dwinsk for their loyalty, 


INTERESTING MOVEMENT FOR SOLDIERS IN COLCHESTER.

E. T. Brunwin-Hales, St. Mary's Rectory, Colchester, woo has placed the Parish 
Room at the disposal of the Jewish soldiers, free of charge, and has offered to 
render every assistance in the matter. 

The first gathering will take place this Friday evening, when all Officers, 
N.C.O,'s and men of the garrison are invited to be present.

AN IMPRESSIVE CHANUCAH SERVICE IN PETROGRAD. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] | 
PETROGRAD. 

A most impressive Chanucah service was held at the Great Synagogue 
here, It was attended by the Jewish soldiers of the local garrison and by the 
wounded Jewish soldiers who were well enough to leave the hospitals. The 
synagogue was crowded to the fullest extent, and many were unable to gain 
admission. Crown Rabbi Dr. Eisenstadt delivered a stirring discourse, praising 
Jewish valour and comparing the stand the Jews once made for Palestine with the 
heroic resistance of the Belgians. Presents were distributed to the wounded Jewish 
soldiers. 

The Jews can really feel proud of their heroism. Even a Jewish orphan, 
Joseph Levin, aged twelve, last weck arrived at Petrograd together with a Siberian 
regiment ready to depart to the battlefield. At Petrograd the military authorities 
did not approve, however, of his exploit, and the Governor was called upon to 
solve the problem. 


RUSSIAN JARCHBISHOP@KISSES JEWISH[HERO.

During his visit to the Caucasian battlefront, the Archbishop of Grusia made 
many friends among the Jewish soldiers. He expressed himself as very pleased 
with their behaviour, and embraced and kissed one Jewish hero. 


STRIKING TRIBUTE FROM AN OFFICER, 


Letters continue to reach the Press from Russian officers, in which thanks are 
expressed to Jewish soldiers for their bravery, very often displayed in saving the 
lives of officers and soldiers. One officer wrote that in the very first. battle he 
realised that the Jew was a real soldier. His self-sacrifice, his contempt for death, 
and his courage are highly commended. 


MORE JEWISH BRAVERY IN RUSSIA.

The Jewish soldiers, Kane, Marshalek and Tziz, have obtained the order of 
St. George for bravery. The Jew, Shuler, was promoted to be Sub-Lieutenant for 
skilful leadership. He was, however, killed in the next battle. 

General Volkoff last week wired to the Red Cross headquarters, praising the 
heroic conduct of the Jewish military doctor, Leo Dushansky, who, despite his 
poisoned hand, had remained at his post. Dr. Dushansky died like a hero, and 
the Red Cross meeting honoured his name by rising.

The Rev. M. Abrahams 
has been in communication with the authorities in Scotland on the subject and 
has also made strong representations to the Board of Deputies. Nearly sixty 
families are suffering much hardship as the result of these internments.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH Dr. ISAAC ALCALAY, Chief Rabbi of Serbia. 


HE entire civilised world has recently had its attention diverted 
from the wonderful heroism of the Belgian people to the equally 
noble spirit of self-sacrifice displayed by the other “little nation,”’ 
who are comrades in arms of the British Empire in the present 

war. There has been no greater surprise in the present conflict than the 
manner in which the Serbians have cleared their territories of the invader, 
after inflicting upon him a defeat the crush- 
ing nature of which will for ever be memor- 
able in military annals. This victory has not 
been without terrible sacrifices, and Serbia 
and the Serbian people are bearing the marks 
of the terrible ordeal through which they have 
passed. The Serbian Jews have nobly taken 
their’ part in the great struggle, and they, too, 
are feeling the dire effects of war's ravages. 
It is not generally known how very favourably 
the Serbian Jews were situated before the 
war. They enjoyed entire civil and religious 
liberty, and their material condition was all 
that could be desired: The war has reduced 
the once prosperous community to a condl- 
tion bordering on destitution, and 
spiritual chief, Dr. Isaac Alcalay, has come to 
London to seek help for his stricken flock, by 
whose side he stood with implicit devotion 
during the terrible days when the Austrian 
armies were devastating the country. Toa 
representative of the JewisH CHRONICLE Dr, Alcalay has supplied some 
information concerning the Serbian Jews, and has given an account of his 
experiences during the invasion: 
In Pleasant Places. 

Dr, Alcalay, who strikingly resembles the late Dr.tHerzl®in appearance, is 
still a young man, and is the first Chief Rabbi of the Serbianjcommunity. Our 
representative enquired as to the size of the community under his jurisdiction 

" Before the Balkan War,” Dr. Alcalay replied, “ Serbian Jewry numbered 
about eight or nine thousand souls. The settlement after the war incorporated 
several new provinces into Serbian dominions, and about 25,000 Jews came 
thereby under Serbian rule. Belgrade was, and still remains, the centre of 
Serbian Jewry, and has a community numbering about 7,000 The Serbian Jews 
before the present war were fortunately placed in every respect. They enjoyed 
full civil and religious rights, and were treated by the authorities with the greatest 
consideration Their economic position was also extremely good, and the Jewish 
inhabitants were enabled to contribute greatly to the progress of the country. The 
Jews of Belgrade coniprised merchants whose annual turnéver amounted to 
between two and three million francs. It included also several bankers, Govern- 
ayant omcials, doctors, barristers, etc. I will give you presently some instances 
to ilustrate the friendly attitude of the Government, but I wish first to point out 
that the Serbian Jews had a keen sense of communal responsibility, and communal 
work was performed by members of all classes of the community. The chief 
Jewish banker (a gentleman who is also a member of the Serbian Parliament), 
gives his services on the Communal Council, and the same services are rendered 
by a Jewish member of the Ministry of Finaice. The Council also includes two 
distinguished barristers, and nothing could have exceeded the public-spirited 
manser in which the material requirements of the community were provided for.” 


King Peter in Synagogue. 


Dr. Alcalay went on to give some aceount of the various congregational 
activities carried out by the Serbian Jews. : 


~ Five years ago,” he said, “the Jews of Belgrade raised a sum of 300,000 
francs to build a new synagogue, which was opened in state by the King, accom- 
panied by several high officials. The Jews of Belgrade were extremely generous 
and supported many institutions. One of the most interesting of these was a 
society for the assistance of Jewish students. Over fifty Jewish students have been 
assisied to graduate at various Universities, not only in Serbia but abroad. A 
society was in existence for the erection of a Jewish hospital, and another society 
existed for the purpose of teaching handicrafts to Jewish girls. A Jewish Choral 
Society has existed for thirty-five years, and has frequently won prizes in competi- 
tion with similar bodies. We ‘have a Beth Din, on which I am assisted by 
two Dayanim, and our community maintains a Talmud Torah School for religious 
instruction, there is compulsory education in Serbia, and the children come to us 
for religious instruction after their secular work at the State schools. We have 
arranged higher courses for those children attending Secondary Schools. and I 
myself teach the senior pupils. The Talmud Torah is both for girls and boys ;

Serbia's Jewish Soldiers. 


Dr. Alcalay proceeded to expatiate on the very favourable position which the 
Serbian Jews occupy vis d@ vis the State. 

“As I have already explained,” he said, “ the political situation of the Serbian 
jews is in every way satisfactory. They enjoy both the active and passive franchise 
and every sphere of political and administrative activity is open to them. The 
consideration shown to the Jewish population is particularly manifest in connection 
with the discharge of military service. The Jewish soldiers are allowed to make 
their Own arrangements for the provision of Kosher food and receive a mone 
allowance in lieu of rations. During the Balkan War the Jewish soldiers w ; 
all exempted from duty during Passover, and in the present campaign they asia 


relieved from duty on New Year and the Day of Atonement, although heavy 


fighting was proceeding on those days. In consequence of this concession the 


Synagogues were thronged with Jewish soldiers, but the Government went ev 
further, and on these days liberated to our charge the Austrian Jewish prison ms 
public worship.

the gift, the Crown Prince asked me to express his thanks to the Serbian 
Jews, and he paid a tribute to their bravery during: the two campaigos, 
declaring that they had heroically tought side by side with the other Serbian 
troops. The Government wrote to us to Say that in consideration of the great 
services rendered by the Jews they felt impelled to double the grant made to @s for 
religious purposes, the increase being from 2,500 to 5,000 francs. In consideration 
of the large increase in the number of Jews coming under my jurisdiction, Owing 
to the annexation of the new provinces, the Government made a proportionate 
increase in my salary. One of the most notable incidents of the war was an act of 
heroism performed by a Jewish soldier named Amar, who, with a small band of 
soldiers, surprised an enemy town. He was, however, betrayed, and met with a 
tragic death. His funeral in Belgrade was the most notable procession of its kind 
ever witnessed in Serbia Over 20,000 persons followed the cortege, and a great 
impression was made by the singing of patriotic hymns by the Jewish Choral 
Society, which took part in the procession.’ 
The Sufferings of the Community. 

“The position now is quite different from what it was in the Balkan campaign,” 
proceeded Rabbi Dr. Alcalay. ~ The Jews then made great sacrifices, but when 
Mr. Elkan Adler visited us together with the other members of the Jewish Balkan 
Relief Mission, we were able to assure him that we needed no help and were fully 
able to meet all our requirements out of our own resources. | had no difficulty at 
the time in raising 15,000 francs for the urgent needs of some of the Jewish sufferers 
from the war from the members of my own community. The position is quite 
different to-day. Our country has been laid waste, and the Jews have suftered 
equally with the rest of the population. I cannot describe to you the horrors of 
those days when we first heard the booming of cannon in the vicinity of Belgrade, 
the thunder coming nearer and nearer until at last the city itself was bombarded 
and we had to take refuge in cellars, never knowing at any moment whether the 
building above us would not be shattered to pieces and bury us beneath its ruins. 
I remained in Belgrade for fifteen days during the bombardment, as long as l 
thought any members of my community remained there. 1 believe 1 was the last 
Jew to leave. All railway communication was cut off, and when I was finally 
advised by the police to quit the city my wife and I had to journey in an o!d cart for 
four and a half hours over the mountains until we were able to reach the nearest 
available railway station. On the platform was assembled a terrified crowd of four 
to five thousand people, including women, children, and old folk. When a train 
was procured there was a scramble to get aboard, and we were all packed like 
sardines. The journey to a junction station, which ordinarily takes one and three- 
quarter hours, took six hours, and during all that time I was standing in an open 
truck on one foot, having no room to place the other on the floor of the truck. My 
wife arrived more dead than alive. The subsequent journey to Nish, which 
ordinarily takes six hours, took a day and two nights. Most of the Jewish com- 
munity had fled to Nish, the population of which was increased from 25,000 to 
over 100,000. About 4,000 Jews were in a state of the most camplete destitution. 
Relief work was organised by the President of the Belgrade community, M. Benzion 
Bully, together with M. Beraha, President of the Nish community, and myself, 
This committee set to work to procure food and lodging for these people. All the 
Jews in Nish who had anything at all gave half of what they possessed for the help 
of their coreligionists. The Government made us a grant of 2,000 francs, and we 
collected the sum of about 15,000 francs monthly, but our resources 
are quite inadequate to deal with the distress which prevails, and I have come to 
London to endeavour to obtain hélp from our English coreligionists, whose 
generosity to their brethren in misfortune is proverbial. Those living in comfort 
and security in England will surely help their poor brethren whose homes have 
been shattered, and who are reduced from affluence to penury.” 


An Appeal to Jewry. 


The following is the text of the appeal that has been issued by the Serbian 
Jewish community :— 

Dear Brothers and Coreligionists : -- 

The great conflagration which has enflamed nearly the whole of Europe has 
had the result of dragying into the most profound misery thousands and thousands 
of peaceful inhabitants. This great disaster has in particular affected our 
brethren, citizens of Serbia. 

It is by an ironic stroke of fate. that Providence should just have punished 
the Jews of Serbia, who, having hitherto enjoyed in this country the most peaceful 
and most satisfactory existence, now alas, bitterly experience in the cruellest and 
most frightful manner the harsh consequences of the European War. 

In thousands and in hordes the Jews of Serbia have been compelled to 
abandon their homes, fleeing before the thunder of the enemy's cannon in order 
to save their lives and those of their dear ones. 

For three months the enemy has b2en attacking, without truce or mercy, the 
towns situated on the frontiers, on the banks of the Danube, the Save, and the 
Drina, reducing to ashes all property, industries, commerce, and merchandise 
even to the humblest dwelling, the fruits of many years of honest labour. 

All, with but few exceptions, are fleeing and are obliged to wander from 
small towns\to small villages, to the very confines of the country—they and theirs 
deprived of everything, without shelter, without a roof over their beads, lacking 
even bare necessities and almost without food. 

As our modest resources are completely exhausted and as, in order to 
alleviate so much misery, immediate and absolutely sufficient succour is urgently 
needed, the undersigned, representatives of Judaism in the kingdom of Serbia, are 
obliged and take the liberty to appeal through the present circular to all Jewish 
organisations and to implore them to give heed to their supplication. 

Give dear brethren, to the forsaken and the innocent, and God will bless vou * 
soften in some way the lot of so many unfortunate beings, by offering your chari- 
table gifts, however small they may be, and to such extent as is possible. 

The above-mentioned representatives have authorised Dr. Isaac Alcalay 
Chief Rabi of Serbia, and the banker, M. E. Navarro, President of the Jewish 
community at Uskub, to make a collection in the name of the Jews in Serbia. 

The Jews in Serbia have hitherto proudly refrained from seeking aid and 
assistance from abroad, and during the two earlier wars they did all that wa3 
humanly possible to meet, from their own resources, the great needs which are 
caused by that great scourge, War, and indefatigably, courageously, and frater- 
nally, we more or less succeeded in lightening and alleviating innumerable miseries,

Sir,—The appeal. made by the Jewish notables of Serbia on behalf of their 
brethren deserves hearty support. 

The Jews of Old Serbia were only some 10,000 in number, of whom 7.600livedin 
Belgrade, and were mostly merchants, exporters and importers, dealers in grain 
and plums, shopkeepers, pediars, and artisans. 1 visited Belgrade in January, 
1913, during the first Balkan War, when Dr. Paul Nathan, of Berlin. and 1 were 
delegated by the Union of Jewish Associations to go .o the East to arrange for the 
distribution of relief, On that occasion we made the acquaintance of the Grand 
Rabbi, Dr. I. Alcalay, and Mr. Benzion Bullé, the President of the Jewish com. 
munity, who is also a member of the Serbian Parliament for Belgrade. At that 
date, the Jewish community, witha pride and self-sa vibes which demands all 
respect, declined any relief for themselves.

The number of Serbian Jews has, as a consequence of the second Balkan 
War, been more than doubled. 


They were still able to cope with their 


The Jews of Monastir alone are 8,000 in number. 
and those of Uskub 3,000, so that there are now about 30.000 Serbian Jews. ‘In 
Sofia I had a talk with the brother of the Serbian Ambassador, M. Spalaikowitch, 
who expressed himself in the highest terms of the heroism of our coreligionists, of 
whom 670 from Belgrade alone were serving in the army. This heroism has been 
officially recognised by the Serbian Crown Prince in his reply to an address of Dr 
Alcalay on the termination of hostilities and by the Government doubling their 
contribution to the budget of the Jewish community. 

But the present war has weighed most heavily upon our Serbian allies, 
and the Jews have suffered quite out of proportion to their numbers, inas- 


much as they are mostly towns folk and}not agriculturalists They have 
had to abandon Belgrade daring its successive bombardments. and 
have fied for refuge to Nish, where they are most insufficiently 
housed’ in stables and barns, and now the winter is upon ther and 
snow lies several feet upon the ground. Belgrade is once more Serbian, and 


perhaps they will be able to return there, but the Austrians have looted both 
Belgrade and Shabatz, and even taken away iron safes to be opened at their leisure 
in Budapest or Vienna.

UNTIL HE COME TO SHILOH. 


“The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor the Lawgiver from 
between his feet, until he come to Shiloh; and to him be the gathering of the 
people.” Genesis xlix., 10 

This is one of the disputed texts of the Bible. Christian theologians 
think they discern in it a prophecy of the coming of their Messiah, whom 
They explain the patriarch’'s 
blessing to mean that the sceptre of dominion would not depart from Judah 
until the advent of Jesus. For seventy years later the Temple was des- 
troyed, and Judah was deprived for ever of political supremacy. Tue 
Christian explanation of this passage is manifestly untenable. Whatever 


_ be the meaning of so difficult a verse—the reading is probably corrupt—t 


cannot by any possibility mean that Judah was to hold sway until the 
Messiah made his appearance. As a matter of fact, the 


birth of the Nazarene, when Nebuchadnezzar destroyed the capital of Judah 
No king of the tribe of Judah 


ruled over Palestine after that time. The Jewish kings that governed during 


the Maccabean period were priests, descendants of the tribe of Levi. 


Herod and his descendants, who succeeded the Hasmonean kings, were 
Moreover, there is no sufficient ground for explaining the name 
Shiloh " to refer to a Messiah or a Prince of Peace. Shiloh is the name of 


_a well-known town in the centre of the Holy Land belonging to the tribe of 


phraim. It wasin the neighbourhood of this important centre that an 
event took place in Jewish history which brought the hegemony of Judah 
among the tribes to an end. When Rehoboam, the son of Solomon, 
ascended the throne and stubbornly refused to lighten the burden of his 


father’s heavy rule, the tribe of Ephraim unfurled the flag of rebellion. It 
_ proclaimed itself independent of the House of Jacob and was joined by nine 


other tribes. From that time the Israelites were split up into two’indepen- 


kingdoms, and Judah, who had hitherto exercised so great a 
times of danger, and from whom sprang David and Solomon, no longer 
maintained his supremacy. Most Jewish translators are of. opinion that 
Jacob's blessing of Judah had refcrence to this event. Whether this be the 
true explanation we cannot state with certainty. But this much we can 


_athrm with confidence: 


The Blessing of Jacob 
The 49th chapter of Genesis must have 
been written some time aficr the events it is supposed to foretell, after the 


' land of the Israelites had been divided between the different tribes, and 


after the tribes had been making a great deal of history. But however late 
its composition, it was certainly written many hundreds of years before the 
rise of Christianity. And this blessing of Judah is no more prophetic than 
the blessings of the othertribes. But even if we regard this 49th chapter 
of Genesis as a literal foretelling of what was to happen to the sons ,of 
Jacob in the latter days, even if we assume, with some Jewish commentator ~ 
that the term “Shiloh” refers to some Messianic personage,.so called 
because the word signifies “rest’’ or ~ peace,” we may well. ask, 
“What claim has the Christian Messiah to be spoken of as 
Shiloh "—DBVYY W or the Prince of Peace? Has the Founder of 
Christianity brought peace to a distracted world? Did he himself ever lay 
Did he not on the contrary say: “Think not I 
have come to send peace.on earth; I came not to send peace, but a sword"? 


And how truly do these words of his describe the result of 1,900 years of 


Christian profession and practice! The history of Christianity is a history 
of wars and strifes which the nations who profess adherence to this nominal 
* Prince of Peace” have incessantly waged against one another. Itisa 
history of strife extending down to this very moment, when the Christian 


' nations of half the worid are slaughtering one another with a ferocity to 


which even the annals of war can furnish no parallel. For five months 
the tale of slaughter has been mounting up to millions; and not even for one 
day—the day consecrated by Christendom to the idea of “ peace on earth 
and goodwill to men '’—could these nations trust one another sufficiently to 
call a truce of God. But so it has ever been since the birth of Christianity. 


- All history is eloquent of its utter failure to redeem its vain boast of having 


brought peace tothe world. And because the Founder of Christianity neither

Two theories of Messianism | 
obtain among Jews. There are those who look merely for the advent of a 


Messianic age, for such an age of enlightenment as our liturgy depicts in 
this among other passages: “ The righteous shall see Thy kingdom and be 


' glad: the upright shall rejoice, and the pious exult in song: but iniquity 
‘shall be dumb, and all wickedness shall vanish like smoke; for Thou wilt 


remove the rule of tyranny from the earth."" But the majority of Jews hold 
fast to the belief in a personal Messiah, and this belief they base upon Old 
Testament prophecies which—if they, indeed, refer to a Messianic’ King— 
were never fulfilled by the appearance of the Nazarene. One of these 
‘*“And there shall come forth a rod out 
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of the stem of Jesse, and a branch shall grow out of his roots; and the 
spirit of the Lord shall rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom and under- 
standing, the spirit of counsel and might, the spirit of knowledge and the 
fear of the Lord; and shall make him of quick understanding in fear 
of the Lord: and he shall not judge after the sight of his eyes, neither 
reprove after the hearing of his ears: but with righteousness shall he judge 
the poor, and reprove with equity the meek of the earth; and he shall smite 
the earth with the rod of his mouth, and with the breath of his lips shall he 
slay the wicked. And righteousness shall be the girdle of his loins, and 
faithfulness the girdle of his reins. The wolf shall also dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with the kid; and the calf and 
the young lion and the fatling together; and a little child shall lead 
them. And the cow and the bear shall feed—their young ones shall 
lie down together; and the lion shall eat straw like the ox. And the 
sucking child shall play on the hole of the asp, and tlie weaned child shal! 
put his hand on the adder’s den. They shall not hurt nor destroy in all my 
holy mount; for the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea.’’ It is impossible that the personage here referred to 
can be the Jesus whom his followers call the Christ. For the prophet 
predicts that the Jewish Messiah is to be a scion of the house of David, 
whereas Christianity declares its redeemer to be of Divine origin. Now it 
Jesus was the son of God, as the Church professes to believe, he could not 
have been descended from David; and if he was not the son of God the 
entire structure of Christian dogmatics crumbles into dust. Indeed the 
genealogy given to Matthew makes little attempt to justify its description of 
Jesus as ‘the son of David.” It is Joseph, the husband of Mary, who is 
made to appear to be descended from David: and this same Joseph is 
distinctly stated by Matthew not to have been the father of Jesus. Again, 
this same Messiah was to 
Restore the Throne of David, 

and rule over a nation which has been gathered again from its captivity.” 
Thus Isaiah predicts: “ And in that day there shall be a root of Jesse, 
which shall stand for an ensign of the people; toit shall the Gentiles seek, 
and his rest shall be glorious. And it shall come to pass in that day that 
the Lord shall set his hand again the second time to recover the remnant 
of his people, which shall be left from Assyria, and trom Egypt, and from 
Pathros, and from Cush, and trom Elam, and from Shinar, and from 
Hamath, and from the islands of the sea. And he shall set up an ensign 
for the nations, and shall assemble the outcasts of Israel, and gather 
together the dispersed of Judah from the tour corners of the earth.’ And 
of similar import are the words of Ezekiel: “ Thus saith the Lord God: 
behold I will take the children of Israel from among the nations, whither 
they be gone, and will gather them on every side, and will bring them: into 
their own land: and I will make them one nation jin the land upon the 
mountain of Israel. And David my servant shall be king over them: and 
they all shall have one shepherd: they shall also walk in my judgments, 
and observe my statutes and do them.” Yet another notable Messianic 
prophecy is that of Micah, who declares: * But in the last days it shall come 
to pass that the mountain of the house of the Lord shall be established in the 
top of the mountains, and it shall be exalted among the hills; and people 
shall flow unto it. And the multitude of nations shall come and say, Come 
and let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, and to the house of the God 
of Jacob ; and he will teach us of his ways and we will walk in his paths: 
for the Law shall go forth from Zion, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem. And he shall judge among many people, and rebuke strong 
nations afar off; and they shall beat their swords into ploughshares and 
their spears into pruning-hooks: nation shall not lift up a sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war any more. But they shall sit every man 
under his vine and under his fig-tree ; and none shall make them afraid: for the 
mouth of the Lord of hosts hath spoken it.” However we may interpret 
these various prophecies, or whatever degree of inspiration we may accord 
to them, can it with any reason be urged that the appearance of Jesus has 
brought about their fulfilment? Christians themselves are so conscious of 
their inapplicability to the teacher they worship that some of them have 
been forced to take refuge in the theory of a Second Advent. Jesus, they 


*wndmit, did not tulfl the Old Testament prophecies when he appeared upon 


earth 1900 years ago. -He will come a second time to inaugurate a reign 
of peace which is to last a thousand years. “ But,” as Dr. Hermann Adler 
truly remarked,’ “not a single clear and unequivocal prophecy can be 
produced from the Bible which foretells a twofold coming of one and the 
same person. The whole scheme of the millennium must be declared a 
chimera, an ignis fatuus to delude the unwary; it is not warranted by the 
word of God, and cannot therefore be maintained.”

“TRUTH” ON JEWISH NATIONALIST ASPIRATIONS. 


The following appears in the current issue of Truth :— 

This is a Season at which men’s thoughts naturally turn t ywards Jerusalem, wee geo 
are special reasons for turning them in that direction this year. Among my oe 3 are 
some who assure me, on.the highest sc riptural authority, that the present war was 
prophesied : » thousands of years ago, and that it will be followed by a return of the 
be ‘ht of this as a matter of biblical 
Jews to the land of then fathers. Whatever may be thoug it of this as a mat 
criticism, it is worthy of son’ consideration as a political proposition. The war has 
already detached Egypt from the Ottoman empire (wher provinces will be likely to 
follow, and Syria may well be one of them rhe country at present only supports three 
and a half million people, and there are perhaps some ten millions of Jews who are, more 
or less. anxious to return thither. With such a population Palestine might be once more 
a flourishing region, famous, as in days of old, for its milk and honey, and possibly for 
more v: products 
rer ; presumed that the new Jewish State would be a republic -tempered, let us 
hope, with theocracy. It would be difficult to establish a monarchy. A ntonarchy 
depends on pedigree and an kastern pedigree is in these days too intricate to be verihed, 
especially when the links of the chain carry one back to the days of Ruth, the Moabitess. 
A republic would, of course, require a president, whose position might be somewhat 
analogous to that of the Judges who preceded the first of the Jewish kings. Without 
mentioning names, it is easy to see that there ts a large choice of statesmen, trained in the 
best traditions of Western democracy, who would be admirably qualified to srt in the seat 
of Joshua, the son of Nun. As itis with the presidency, so it 1s with the entire executive 
and legislature. There is such a wealth of expert material to draw upon that the only 
question is how some of the Christian nations will get on when so many of those who 
manage their affairs and make their laws are withdrawn. We can only hope that they will 
not all leave us at once. 

One question which suggests itself is what should be done with the present Gentle 
population. The old Jewish way of dealing with Amalekites and Hivites 1s not quite 
suited to our twentieth century notions, and it would probably be more pro~ 
fitable to retain the old inhabitants as they are. The country may be described 
as in may ways “ripe for development.” It will need railways, tramways, water- 
works, irrigation works, all which means that it will need labour as well as 


‘capital. For all we know there may be minerals in the Jordan valley. In the 


region of the Dead Sea there must surely be petroleum. Not that the country is 
likely to prove in these days as rich as the language of Holy Writ might lead 
us to imagine. Irrigation és difficult, and there is an excessive proportion of barren rock. 
What made the ancient Israelites so comfortable was, in large measure, the slave labour. 
which they controlled. The old inhabitants of the land, in so far as they were spared 
from extermination. hewed the wood and drew the water. In the future the Jews must 
not expect this advantage ; but they will have many others, unknown to their ancestors, 
and there is no reason why they should not maintain themselves in moderate affluence, 
which is more than the less fortunate of them are able to do at present in many parts of 
the world. ; ' 

What do the Jews themselves think about it? This question hes obviously at the 
root of the whole matter. It is no use for anybody, least of all a mere journalist, to make 
arrangements for the return of the Jews to the lard of their forefathers: unless the Jews 
themselves desire to go. A great many of them certainly do not. They know quite well 
that-they are much better off where they are. Most Jews of my acquaintance rather 
deride what is called “Zionism”: and it is very natural that they should do so. The 
growth of toleration and liberality among the Gentiles and of . modernism " among 
the Jews themselves has undermined the traditional yearning for the restora- 
tion of the race to its ancient seat, until it has ceased with many to be 
even a pious aspiration. But we know that among many others the idea does 
survive, and that there are good reasons why it should. There are countries where Israel 
is still in bondage and awaiting the day of its deliverance, and those Jews who are more 
happily situated_can recognise that the creation of a Jewish State, if it does not mean 


' much to them. would be a blessed thing for many of their brethren. We can all 


remember the desire of the late Baron Hirsch to devote his wealth to this object, and 
he was not the only wealthy Jew who has had the same desire. Noone imagines that 
all the Jews in the world either would or could find a home in this little strip of desert- 
bound territory, still less that if they did they would all be happy. But those who 
would be glad to go would probably be quite enough for all practical purposes, and 
those who prefer to remain in exile would probably be glad to see them there, and 
ready to help them in getting on their legs. It is easy to see that the fact that the jews 
would be no longer a nation without a country would improve the position of their race 
everywhere, and most of all in those countries where they are still treated as undesirable 
visitors. One thing, at any rate, is clear. There are going to be considerable readjust- 
ments of political geography after the war, and in the Turkish Empire among other 
places. The eagles have already got their eyes on the carcass of the “Sick Man” ; 
Russians, British, Greeks, Bulgarians, it may be also French and Italians, each are noting 
the pickings which would be most suitable for their own consumption. To any Jew, 
therefore, who regards the restoration of a Jewish State in Palestine as a thing some day 
to be accomplished, I should say that the time tor it will very soon be now or never,

THE ST. JOHN AMBULANCE BRIGADE: 


An Appeal. 
To THE Epiror.—From Ambulance Officer L. L. FRANKS, 24, Mildmay 
Park, N. 


Sik,—May I crave the indulgence of your valuable columns to bring to the 
notice of your readers a branch of the service to which, so far, London Jewry has 
not taken very kindly. I refer to the St. John Ambulance Brigade. This, though 
mainly a civil organisation, has assumed by the creation within its ranks of a num- 
ber of reserves, a military and naval character, and in the present crisis is rermder- 
ing most valuable service. Practically all the military and naval home hospitals 
are entirely staffed by St. John men, and the Allied Forces’ Base Hospital, 
Boulogne, as well as the other hospitals in France are similarly manned, whilst 
many more are on the hospital ships, and in the recent catastrophe to the “‘Rohilla,” 
no fewer than nineteen St. John men went down. 

In all, about 8,000 of us have so far been mobilised, and both the War Office 
and the Admiralty have just given us warning that heavy calls for men are likely to 
be made on the Brigade in the very near future. Of thecomparatively small numberof 
Jewish members, a fairly large percentage is already on active service, including 
Quartermaster and Lieutenant F. L. Hayman, Tring Hospital : Quartermaster and 
Lieut. Bamberger, Sheringham; Quartermaster-Sergt. E. Selinger. Millbank ; 
Ptes. N. Rosenberg, RK. Saltiel, H. Velleman, S. Crooker, J. Park, I. Marks, and 
J. Bloom, Expeditionary Force; Corpl. H. Jacobs, Ptes. A. Rosen, L. M. Van- 
gelder, H. Oppenheim, H. Creitzman, and I. H. Marks, Shorncliffe; H. Lush, 
H. Klein (Aldershot), and A. Hamburger, Birmingham, who in recognition of his 
valuable work has just been specially promoted to Sergeant, whilst Supt. Ham- 
burger has rendered himself practically indispensable on the headquarters’ staff. 
In consequence of the demands already made, there are many vacancies in No. 30 
the only Jewish division in London. : 

{ make an earnest appeal to London Jewry who, for reasons of their own, will 
not join the fighting ranks to enrol themselves in the Brigade. I might. add that 
the War Office and Admiralty will take none but St. John men for hospital work, 
No. 30 Division is about to hold classes in first aid and home nursing, etc., at the 
L.C.C. schools, Commercial Street, E., on Wednesday evenings at 8.30. 

Full particulars will be furnished on application to the Superintendent of the 
Division, Mr. N. S. Hamburger, 82, Green Lanes, N., or to Sergt.-Secretary, Mr 
S. Stark, 12, St. Marks Road, Dalston, or at the schools on Wednesday-nights. 

I might add that the organisation of these courses entails a great deal of 
expense, and Supt. Hamburger would highly appreciate gifts of bandages, cotton 


wool, lint, waterbottles, and monetary donations—a few stretchers are urgently 
needed.

lam well aware of the criticism that could be made, viz., that Herzl was an 
Austrian, and had he been alive his hands would have been tied. But my point ig 


that if ever we have felt the want of a man like Herz! we feel the need of him very 
sorely indeed to-day. 


There have been in your journal very lucid and eloquent letters and leaders on 
the unique opportunity presented to the Jews—to British and American Jews in 
particular—of doing something, if not a great deal, towards the solution of the 
harassing Jewish problem. Appeals have been addressed to leaders in the 
Anglo-Jewish community to take up the question, to form a representative committee 
which shall ascertain public opinion, which shall investigate the position in all its 
bearings, and which shall approach the proper authorities. What has been and is 
the answer to these appeals? We were told by the Chief Rabbi to keep, quiet and 
make no noise. This was the attitude shown to us by the official party at last 
week's Board of Deputies’ meeting. Leading British Jews keep telling us ‘Mum's 
the word.” If we could be absolutely certain from our past experience that these 
jeading British Jews would do everything for us, and as we wanted it, there would 
be very good reason for keeping our lips tightly closed and our pens dry. But 
past experience is against our doing that. And present experience is certainly 
against it. Can anyone imagine the colossal stupidity manifested by the official 
Section of the Board of Deputies in desiring to postpone its annual meeting till 
after the War? Unless perhaps the official section is right in recognising that it was 
useless for the Board to meet before the War ended because it could do nothing. 
And this is our representative body of British Jews! Indirectly it told the British 
Jewish Community that it was impotent and ineffective. The “only bright spot” 
in that gloomy body was the Manchester section. Anybody reading between the 
lines of your report of the Board of Deputies’ meeting can see quite plainly 
that while Manchester has done a very great deal London has done comparatively 
little. It is becoming more and more evident that it is futile to look to London for 
the protection of Jewish interests. The centre of gravity is changing from the 
Metropolis to the Cottonopolis, The most encouraging statement made at the 
Board's meeting was Mr. Nathan Laski's pregnant remark that “ he was speaking 
with some authority when he said that Cabinet Ministers were greatly in favour of 
something being done on. behalf of the Jews.” A remark like this and the activity 
which it suggests is a healthy antidote to such pessimism as Mr. Begjamin Grad 
gave expression to in a recent issue. Will our “leaders” give us an adequate 
reason for our maintaining silence? - Or are they so careful of consistency as to 
maintain silence themselves as to what is their reason? If an appeal to them as 
Jews is ineffective. perhaps an appeal to them as Englishmen and men will be able 
tao move them. Their love of England, their British patriotism, is meaningless 
and valueless unless it embraces love of British ideals. One of the main British 
ideals is liberty, and another is justice. Will not our Englishmen (of the Jewish 
persuasion) strike a blow for their beloved British ideals by taking up the cause of 
an oppressed little nation of which they are fortunately or unfortunately members? 
Is the reward of sacrifice on the part of the Jewish nation to be further oppression 
and slavery, or are we to get some solace for our tears? When the future of the 
various nations of Europe is being determined, will no one represent the case of 
our great little nation? These are the questions which our British Jewish leaders 
must ask themselves. A tremendous trust is in their keeping—will they do their 
obvious duty or stand aside ? 


THE UNREPRESENTATIVE CONJOINT. 
To THE Epiror.—From Mr. I. WASSILEVSKY. 


Sir.,—From the observations in recent issues of the JEwitsH CHRONICLE | 
appears that you are of opinion that the proper body to undertake any action in 
connection with Jewish interests arising out of the war is the Conjoint Committee. 
but you are also of opinion that its personnel should be strengthened by th® 
co-option of additional members. Mr. Claude Montefiore, at the conclusion of hi 
panegyric on the Conjoint Committee, promises “a certain open-eyedness, acertai 
flexibility, a certain readiness to listen to the view and representations of those who 
differ from us in opinion,” but finds no necessity for any extension of its member- 
ship. I am afraid that in your wish for peace and from a desire to keep those 
whom Mr.-Montefiore represents within our camp you have shown too extreme a 
readiness to compromise. There are occasions when compromise does more harm 
than contention. Many of us recognise and admire the work these philanthropists 
perform. We all read with care and attention whatever Mr. Montefiore writes, 
being convinced of his earnestness and faith in the causes he preaches, but in 
no way can it be said that Russian, Galician, or Rumanian Jews regard him as 
their spokesman, nor even that the vast majority of English Jewry regard the 
Anglo-Jewish Association or the Board of Deputies as representative of the Jewish 
people. The probleir“tiow before us is not one of those ordinary problems which 
admit of compromise. What we demand is a Committee which will truly repre- 
sent all our views and our ideals. We do not want “shepherds” to show us the 
way. Weare not “sheep” who blindly follow the direction of their leaders. 

The two principal problems before us are the position of the Jewish nation as 
a whole in relation to Palestine and the position of the Jews in Russia and 
Rumania. With regard to the second, no one I think will deny its urgency. All 
of us, from the highest to the lowest, agree that it is necessary for us to do every- 
thing in our power to alleviate the sufferings of our unfortunate brethrenin Russia. 


‘Although having a first hand knowledge—which the members of the Conjoint lack 


—of Russian conditions I may be pardoned for entertaining the view that the 
Russo-Jewish problem cannot be solved by external influences alone. 3 

Let us not deceive ourselves with the hope that the European nations care 
very much for the Jewish blood that ts being shed so profusely in the various 
battle areas. Since the War began we have all been sounding the praises of the 
Belgians. But they at least are fighting for themselves and their own country. 
Can the English nation realise the heroism and sacrifice of the Russian Jews in 
fighting for a country which has given them death and not life, and which even in 
the face of so much bravery and devotionthat Russo-Jewish soldiers have exhibited, 
has not ceased its insensate persecution? From the Russian papers we see that

All of us, I repeat, admit the urgency of the Russo Jewish problem 
"ome, because they believe in the effi: acy of outside pressure, and others, because 
they think that if it does no good it can at least do no harm. 

[he second problem is the problem of the Jewish nation in general. We 
desire Palestine, the ancient land of our people, to become a British Protectorate, 
not for the sake of our oppressed brethren in Russia or Roumania but for the 
sake of the Jewish nation as a whole. We want Palestine not merely because 
of our past, but because of the present and stili more the future—the complete 
emancipation which we enjoy in many countries and which we hope to see 
realised in Russia and Rumania will not solve the Jewish question . 
of Judaism still remains. In the (;hetto, tortoise-like, we were cramped within 
our shells. liberated from the Ghetto, we live outside ourselves What is there 
left to us of our Judaism except a conventional orthodoxy and a soulless reform? 
In neither is there progress of Jewish thought nor growth of Jewish sentiment. 
No wonder that indifferentism is rampant in our midst and that conversions are 
yearly on the increase Nor are the Jews who leave us only the children of 
Reformers and Assimilators, as the Chief Rabbi would have us believe. They 
comprise also the children of orthodox parents The Russian Jew who changes 
his religion does so at least for the sake of a career, but the Western Jew changes 


his faith because he has come to loathe it when practised without a vestige of 
ideal and spirituality 


the problem 


For Western Judaism, with its shameful apathy, its miserable disguises and 
cowardly perversions must inevitably drive away the best among us who are too 
honest to countenance it. We are told that our people is an eternal nation, and 
pWill therefore, whatever the circumstanées, continue to persist sut these false 

comforters forget that the Ghetto, in spite of its many evils, was nevertheless a 
kind of natural territory wherein we lived to some extent original lives. The 
schools were ours, and the whole colour of our life in house, street, and mart was 
Jewish. Now that the walls of the Ghetto have been overthrown 
possible to live our own normal life. We live the life of others. 
inexorable circumstances And in trying to. assume the colours of un-Jewish 
environments we only succeed in obliterating our own. Judaism has its own soul, 
its Own spirit and its own language, therefore it requires its own environment. 
Judaism is something more than a religion or nationality: it is a mode of life, a 
peculiar force ; the real expression of our national characteristics 

In alien environments-the Jewish nation carries its tradition as it would a life- 
less mass without being able to breathe into it the spirit of life. Therefore, how 
ever important the Russo-Jewish problem, the question of Palestine must take 
precedence. The former concerns enslaved Jews, the latter enslaved Judaism. 
With the former we deal from a philanthropic or sentimental standpoint, with the 
latter from a nationalist standpoint. A matter which affects the whole Jewish 
nation dare not atid must not be entrusted to people who deny its very existence, 
The realisation of national ideals can only be entrusted to those who are in sympathy 
with them. Philanthropists may erect hospitals but are not competent to found 
nations. 

The Conjoint Committee may represent a number of synagogues or communi 
ties but certainly eannot claim to speak on behalf of the Jewish nation. Some of 
them think more of what the ““Goyim™” say than of what Judaism demands. For 
instance, Mr. Lucien Wolf argues that because the anti-Semites, De Plehve and 
Treitschke, were in favour of Zionism, it must be something akin to anti-Semitism. 
This childish prattle proves how far Mr. Lucien Wolf and those who think with 
him are removed from Nationalist ideals. : 

In short, Sir, I plead for a representative Committee which shall know and 
feel our thoughts in every fibre of their bodies and souls. If the members of the 
present Committee will express a desire to voice our views, well and good. 
will certainly find their proper places on the new Committee. At present the 
truth must be stated they do not represent us, and it is up to you, Sir, to continue 
the agitation you have so well maintained for the reawakening of our national 
consciousness. Let no strange fire be offered on the altar of our nation.

A CALL TO ACTION. 
To THE Epiror.—From Mr. J. D. JACOBS, 168, Walm Lane, N.W., 


Sirk,—There is apparent unanimity in the view that the time is fast approach 
ing when the Jewish people should be prepared to state their case before the 
coming Council of Nations. There should be a fervent hope in the heart of every 


Jew that that opportunity will not be lost sight of, and that we shall be ready, 
when the time comes, to meet it. 


Within a not immeasurable distance of time, representatives of Nations will be 
in conference upon national and rational questions, and concluding treaties; the 


outcome of participation in the present struggle. That Conference may take place 
within the next few months, or within the next, few years. Soon the nations will be 
in readiness for treaty, and, in the meantime, each will be engaged in preparing 
the case that has to be placed before the deciding tribunal. 

Strenuous.work (apart from that involved in abnormal times such as these) 
will be devoted to its preparation; considerable thought will be given to 
important factors connected with the rights or contended rights of the parties ; 
and last, but not least, the persons to be entrusted with placing the case before 
the deciding tribunal will receive grave consideration. 

' How far are we Jews taking any active steps in the direction guided by current 
events? Orif that is too pertinent a question to ask, how near are we to deciding 
whether or not any definite action is to be taken at all? Many words have been 
spoken, much has been written, as to what we should do. We have been told that 
the time is ripe for combined Jewish action in some shape or form, but seemingly 
we speak too much and think and work too little. It is one thing to advocate the 
ripeness of a period for contemplated action, but it is another so to advocate wiih 
out knowing what your case is going to be, or what you are going to seek adjudica- 
tion upon. 

There is either a Jewish cause in respect of which a claim for recognition can 
be substantiated, or there is not. Either there are matters other than those 
parochial which can claim consideration, or there are not. We either agree that 
there are claims for recognition or we do not. If we are all agreed in our right to 
state a case, what is the nature of the claim which will need support; in other 
words: (a) For what are we going to ask; (b) who are to be the Jewish repre- 
sentatives and who will constitute them such, 

Each question bristles with difficulties and is dependent upon the other— 
without knowing what you want or without having a case there is no need for 
advocacy, and a case with indifferent delegates is rendered nugatory. The con- 
sideration of these matters will require utmost care. Each is going to entail hard 
work, give and take, and infinite care. Weighty matters will be in the balance, 
and above all concord and unity of purpose must be secured. Without them 
deliberations will be futile. There is no time to lose. Jews of other countries 
will have to be consulted or communicated with—collaboration far and wide will 


be necessary—and many other things will have to be done before a Jewish case is

RAZIL FOR JEWISH COLONISATION.

Brazil is now aout five million square miles, and has a:

in a fertile soil and climate. Immigrants on arriving are detained eight dats on an 
island in the Bay of Rio Janeiro. If they have a family and will take to agricultare 
they are given a free pass on the State railway to select about seventy-five acres of 
land. They are then supplied with seeds and implements free, a 
fifteen days by the State. In ten years they must pay £10 for the title to the land 
and £25 for the house provided, Three crops of maize and two of wheat can be 
produced in the year; bananas are cultivated by planting a shoot, which throws 
out roots in all directions, producing new trees. One year's work at road-making 
is offered to immigrants, who can also launch out on their own as prospectors ay 
A sufficient number of the same nationality are allowed to draft their own social 
regulations. 
If even as many as ten millions of Jews could be induced to settle in the 
southern states of Brazil the Republic would only be too delighted to receive them 
as there is no “colour line” or religious bigotry. Some agent should be appointed 
first to make arrangements as to territory, and then to direct and assist the arrivals 
What have your readers to say ?

SiR,—-From a telegram and other statements in the JEwisH CHRONICLE I see 
there is a desire to provide a settling place for, the Hebrew race, or, at all events 

that portion which suffers from coercive treatment. 

—Are the Jewish authorities aware that the Republic of Brazil is begging for 
European immigrants, where already there are flourishing German, Russian, and 
Italian colonies, governed, when large enough, by their own laws in imitation of 
the Fatherland ? 

Brazil is now aout five million square mile 
millions. The land is rich in minerals and precious stones, in forest products, and 
in a fertile soil and climate. Immigrants on arriving are detained eight days on an 
island in the Bay of Rio Janeiro. I{ they have a family and will take to agriculture 
they are given a free pass on the State railway to select about seventy-five acres of 
land. They are then supplied with seeds and implements free, and maintained for 
fifteen days by the State. In ten years they must pay £10 for the title to the land 
and £25 for the house provided. Three crops of maize and two of whe ' 
produced in the year; bananas are cultivated by planting 
out roots in all directions, producing new trees. One year’s work at road-making 
is offered to immigrants, who can also launch out on their own as prospectors aa 
A sufficient number of the same nationality are allowed to draft their own social 
regulations. 

If even as many as ten millions of Jews could be induced to settle in the 
southern states of Brazil the Republic would only be too delighted to receive them 
as there is no “colour line” or religious bigotry.

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THE UNION OF JEWISH WOMEN. 
WORK FOR THE REFUGEES. 


Many willing hands have volunteered for the relief of the sufferings of the 
refugees who have crowded to these shores; but none more ready or more 
generous than those of the Union of Jewish Women. 

When, in August last, the Union was asked whether it would take charge of 
some of the better class refugees, and find é¢mployment for English girls and 
women thrown out of work through the war, it gladly undertook the task. So far 
as the latter were concerned, needlework was obtained for some of the women. In 
September and October the great influx occurred, and the Union then procured 
hospitality for a good many refugees In all it assisted 489 Belgians. It found 
homes for them ; looked after the education of the children, and clothed them ; 
and also succeeded in obtaining frée schooling for several children at well-known 
schools. 

The Union sent workers—paid by itself—to help the Care Committees at 
various schools. It also arranged a reception hostel, which has been running for 
three months, and from which the inmates were drafted, after a brief stay, to other 
hostels. A number of the bettet class refugees were sorted out, so that they might be 
distributed among certain of the hostels.’ The Union also found a few girls fora 
workroom, started by Mrs. Herbert Cohen. Mrs. N. L. Cohen's house was utilised 
for aclothing depot, and from this store a great many people were fitted out. Another 
useful bit of work which the Union has been doing is the giving of English lessons 
to the refugees. 

The whole work has, of course, bristled with difficulties. Not the least of 
these was the trouble met with in finding employment. ‘The men were nearly all 
diamond dealers or polishers, and little could be done with them, thoagh some 
were usefully occupied in the hostels. Some of the women found employment in 
the house, and a few obtained work as needlewomen. Generally, the Union was 
dealing with the more educated class, which inevitably constitutes a difhcult pro- 
position in such circumstances. 

The Union made no appeal for money, funds being collected privately. A 
certain sum was, however, given by the Jewish War Refugees’ Committee for the 
running of the reception hostel, and for the purposes of hospitality when the first 
big rush occurred. Some of the synagogues, too, provided help in ihe shape of 
money, or private flats and rooms, or hostel accommodation. 

But the Union's greatest asset was the voluntary workers, who gave whole- 
hearted service during the historic inrush. By its labours in the present crisis the 
Union has added still another claim to the admiration of the community.

The Conference agreed to restore the contribution of Lodges to the Grand Lodge 
from 8d. to ls. per member per annum. 

Resolutions were passed constituting the Executive Council legal trustees of any 
monies to be paid respectigg a deceased member, if he died intestate and the children 
were under twenty-one years of age. This arrangement will not apply if he leavesa 
widow. 

A resolution was adopted expressing the pleasure of the Conference that so large a 
number of Jews had volunteered for service in defence of the country. Very many of 
them were members of Friendly Societies, and hearly 100 were members of the Order 

The Executive confirmeda previous decision that delegates to Grand Lodge be financial 
members ofethe Lodges they represent. 

The scheme submitted by the Executive to set up a Naturalisation Section to facilitate 
members becoming British subjects was adopted. [he scheme contains provision tor 
weekly payments, and, where necessary, Classes are to be set up for the instruction of the 
members to meet the “ literary test” now a statutory derhand by the State. The Con- 
ference expressed the hope that a number of Justices of the Peace would assist them by 
acting as Commissioners for Oaths at times and places convenient to themselves. When 
the scheme is in operation, a Rota Committee will attend the office once a week, 
Members will be able to attend for advice and new members will be enrolled, 

A new rule respecting junior members was passed rendering it possible for a person 
to become a member under the junior scale from the age of sixteen to that of twenty-one, 
Any member entering as a junior, can transfer to the fullscale up to the age of thirty-nine, 
This sets up a new scale of contributions and benefits, 

The Conference also confirmed the rules governing the relationship between Ladies’ 
Lodges and the Grand Lodge. Ladies will now be eligible to represent their Lodges at 
Grand Lodge. 

The Conference agreed that in future a oegference shall be held in.the provinces 
every fourth, instead of every third, year. Many other resolutions were considered, 
Several were withdrawn or were defeated ; and others were adopted. ? 

At the close of the proceedings, Bro. J]. Jacobs installed Bro. S, E. de Haas as Grand +4 
President ; and Bro. ]. Levy as Grand Vice-President. : 

The Conference adopted a resolution expressing thanks to Bro. J. Jacobs for his 
services to the Order during the three years of his Presidency and previously in other 
offices, and resolved to present him with a testimonial as a mark of appreciation. 

A reception followed, in the course of which the newly elected and the retiring officers 
spoke concerning the well-being of the Order. All agreed that the Conference was the 
most successful in the history of the Order. Thanks were accorded Dayan Feldman, the 
Wardens of the Great Synagogue, and the Council of Jews’ College. Bro. T. Bonn was 
thanked for his assistance at the reception.

Many of these Specia] Constables are up 
all night, and their lonely vigils in inclement weather 
call for no little powers of endurance. The thanks ofall 
citizens should, I think, be rendered to these public- 
spirited people.

A Special Constable. 


I always feel that every human being has enemies 
who may attack him if he leaves his vulnerable points 
unguarded, and he has need of a Special Constable to 
protect these points. Everybody must be his own 
Special Constable. and with unceasing vigilance must 
patrol the points liable to attack. 


AsRunaway Horse. 


I remember once seeing a runaway horse. The 
animal had been left unattended for a few minutes, and,

Many of us have runaway tongue vhich are quite as 
as runaway horses.

health.” An unguarded tongue may do as much damage 
as a naked sword, brandished about in the hands ofa 
madman. “But the tongue of the wise is health.” 
When the tongue is restrained it may be used for many 
good purposes, to give instruction, to speak comfort, to 
rebuke those that do wrong. ‘“ Death and life,” said 
King Solomon, “are in the power of the tongue.” The 
horse in harness may plough the field that brings forth 
the staff of life. The runaway horse may kill passing 
wayfarers. So, too, the runaway tongue may produce 
irreparable damage. | 


Cutting the Cables. 


Among the things which Special Constables are 
called upon to guard are electric light cables. If they 
were cut by some malevolent person, the whole. town 
might be plunged into darkness. We, too, must guard 
our electric light cables, lest the enemy (our evil natures) 
cut them through and plunge our sculs into darkness. 
Some Special Constables have been heard to comment 
upon the seeming uselessness of their work. They think 
because no one has made any attempt upon the points 
they are called upon to guard that their presence there 
is of no value.
